Presenting the style of Henry W. 
Grady as a writer at all stages of his 
life in perhaps the most analytical 
manner ever attempted by any critic 
Dr. Russell Franklin Terrell, of At- 
lanta, has been awarded his doctor’s 
degree at Peabody college, Nashville, 
Tenn., using as the subject of his dis- 
Sertation, “A Study of the Early 
Journalistic Writings of Henry W. 
Grady.” 

The dissertation consists of a minute 
study of Grady’s style, as an editor 
and as a man, which is based upon 
65 editorials and communications writ- 
ten by Grady. These editorials, the 
thesis states, “were selected between 
the dates of May 28, 1869, and May 
12, 1883. His peculiar style as a 
mere hoy is shown to be his character-

istic style in his great orations in his 
mature manhood. His impressionistic 
descriptions and his character sketches 
in his early writings stand forth in his 
powerful humanistie touches in his 
orations. He was developing in a 
period when the emotional nature of 
the south was at its height and in his 
emotional appeal he poured forth the 
highest sentiments of the south and 
prepared the way for his effective ora- 
tions, 

“As an editor,” Dr. Terrell says, 
“Mr. Grady wrote about the things 
that had to do with the development 
of the south. His human interest ar- 
ticles equal the best human interest 
articles of today. He broke away from 
the custom of the times. He was not 
interested in the politician but he 


:| given the Sullivan award, 


was rather interested in the great cap- 
tains of industry. One man of affairs 
was worth 20 politicians as he saw 
things. When he was criticized for 
his emotional appeal he replied that 
he was writing to please his readers. 
His human interest stories read like 
so much fiction but at the same time 
make one feel their reality. The 
red old hills of Georgia furnish the 
erful editorial writings. 

“Mr. Grady as a factor in the re- 
construction period stands the peer of 
any of the great editorial writers of 
that period. He had his niche to fill 
in the south as Watterson in the 
central states, and Dana in New York, 
and Samuel Bowles the Elder in New 
Iingland. It is interesting to know 
that these four great editors were in 
practical unison in their views on the 
reconstruction policies. While Mr. 
Grady was pouring oil on the trou- 
bled waters in the south, Lfenry Wat- 
terson was arguing with the porthern 
radicals and appealing to the more tur- 
bulent element of the south and thus 
serving as a buffer between the sec- 
tions, while Mr. Dana and Mr. Bowles 
in their own peculiar style were crit- 
icizing the administrative policies of 
the natonal government. 

“As a seer and a prophet, Mr. Grady 
was the peer of these men. As a Nna- 
tional character, Mr. Grady will live 
with the great men of his age.’

“If the present wave of intolerance 
is to be checkea it cannot be done 
by the mere protest of a little band of 
liberals,’ and Rev. Samuel MeChord 
Crothers, Cambridge, Mass., pastor of 
the late Dr. Charles W. Eliot’s chureh. 

Appeal for Liberty. 

“The appeal must be made to the 
great body of well meaning citizens. 
The liberty we can agree on is that 
which is.defined in eur constitution.’ 

Charles Hl. Strong, New York at- 
torney, told the story of the laymen 
league's battle against fundamentalists 
in the Scopes case which he described 
as “the first instance in church his- 
tory of a church organization going 
to the aid of a publie school teacher, 
charged with teaching ideas contrary 
to the Bible.” 

Strong reviewed the trial of John 
Scopes. Dayton, ‘Tenn... school teacher, 
through his conviction, in which the 
Tennessee law was upheld, up to the 
submission of his appeal to the Ten- 
nessee supreme court, which, he said,

1 have read with much interest news story under Washington date 
line in a recent issue of The Constitution in which reports to the 
bureau of mines are quoted as indicating a reduction in coal prices. 
This news item was forwarded to me by our Atlanta manager, Mr. Max 
Milligan. 

‘I do not see from the figures quoted a reduction in coal prices in 
the immediate future.”’ The report states that according to the bureau 
of mines, coal is now costing $2.04 against $2.21 a year ago. It also 
states that on August 30th coal was selling at $2.04 as compared with 
$1.96 on August 9th. According to these figures, coal on August 30th 
was selling at exactly the cost of production, $2.04. In view of the 
fact that winter is now approaching when there is always an increase 
in the demand for coal, does a reduction in coal prices seem likely, 
when the only way it could possibly take place would be to sell it below 
the cost of production? 

it is a matter of common knowledge that from the first of April 
up to the first of September coal has sold at less than the cost of 
production. Those of us who are in the business of producing coal 
for a living will, of course, not continue to do this any longer than we 
have to. The very favorable industrial situation is indicated by the 
fact that each week usually shows a record-breaking loading of cars 
by the railroads, together with the approaching winter, has already 
résulted in a very substantial increase in the demand for coal. The 
British coal strike has supplemented this demand to some extent. 
While the end of this strike is not yet in sight, its termination will 
not affect the coal market to any appreciable extent. The amount of 
coal exported, however, this year as compared with last year, will very 
largely absorb the 38,000,000 tons of increased production for this 
vear, up to August 28th, as compared with the production for the same 
period of time last year.

Since the first of September coal has been selling at figures prob- 
bly slightly above the cost of production. If the producers of coal 
make any money on their year’s operation, they will have to obtain 
substantially higher prices yet for the remainder of this year. There 
is every indication that higher prices will prevail. 

| believe you will-be doing your readers a distinct favor if you 
correct the impression contained in this news item, and, on the con- 
trary, advise them to lay in their supply of coak at the earliest possible 
date. Conditions for delivery are now favorable, and the buver will 
get better prepared coal than he will if he waits until unfavorable 
weather conditions set in. Furthermore, the retail coal merchants 
cannot take care of the demand if everybody waits until cold weather 
begins before placing their orders. 

If the advice given by the news item is followed generally it will 
mean that everybody will, one of these days soon, be clamoring for coal 
at once. The producer of coal will be unable to take care of the de- 
mand and the retailer of coal will be unable to make deliveries fast 
enough. This will result in an abnormally high price for coal for a short 
00 which both the producers and retailers of coal are anxious to 
avcid.

grain averaged lower in price today. 
Heavy selling of wheat, induced by 


more favorable weather conditions in 
the Canadian northwest and a fore- 
cast of generally fair over the three 
provinces, revealed a lack of buying 
power in the pits and valnes broke 
sharply. Corn and oats followed in 
the wake of wheat. At the finish 
wheat showed a net loss of 5-8 to 
11-Se, corn was down 11-8 to 1 3-Se. 
oats were off 1-4@3-8S to 1-2¢ and 
provisions 10 to 35c¢ lower. 

Although sentiment was bearish, 
traders failed to press the selling side 
on the declines. There was short coy- 
ering and scattered buying at times. 
however, which acted as a check on 
the market. Little export demand was 
in evidenca at the seaboard but one 
report said charters had been let for 
about 2,000,000 bushels of wheat of 
which 400,000 bushels were at the 
gulf. The trade looks for a liberal 
reduction in the domestic visible sup- 
ply on Monday, the figures probably 
reaching 2,000,000 bushels. 

There was little general demand 
for corn, aside from week-end profit 
taking by shorts. Much long corn 
was unloaded on the decline. Warmer 
weather of the past few days has 
ripened corn rapidly in many see- 
tions, 

Oats averaged somewhat lower with 
other grains but failed to reflect the 
full decline scored in corn. 

Provisions were lower in line with 
hog values and the weakness in 
grains,

Modern Fighters Live 
TooHigh, Says Veteran 


BY ROBERT EDGREN. 

“IT have an old barn down on my 
place in New Jersey,’’ said Jimmy 
DeForest, “and every now and then l 
go out and look at it and think of the 
difference btween fighters of today 


and fighters of 25 years ago. Jim 
Jeffries used to train in that old barn 
and some of the other big fellows of 
the good old days when fighters didn’t 
get so much money. 

“T have an old shower bath that 
Jeffries used. You take a world’s 
champion in training quarters these 
days and he must have a nickel] -plated 
shower with hot and cold water. Jeff's 
shower bath was a _ hogshead with 
holes bored in the bottom. They 
used to throw buckets of cold ‘water 
into it, and Jeff would stand under- 
neath and take his shower. Why, I've 
given some of the old-time champions 
a shower by turning the hose on them 
No luxury in those days. Fighters 
used to eat a lot of plain food. Today 
they want to live in the best hotels 
and eat the highest-priced meals. 

“I'd think a lot more of Jack Demp- 
sey’s chance to go on being a great 
heavyweight if Jack didn’t wear uch 
good clothes. He is very particular 
about wearing fine clothes-—has been 
ever since he won the championship 
I think wearing fine clothes softens 
a man—a mental result. He wants 
tu live up to the clothes, keep them 
clean and nicely pressed, and he loses 
the crude roughness that makes a real 
fighter. He becomes too delicate. 
Dempsey may be pretty good, but he'll 
never be the rough boy who beat W3%I- 
lard down—never again. When he 
beat Willard he hadn’t gone far past 
the overall and the dinner’ bucket 
stage, and he wasn’t a bit refined— 
not a bit. 

Does More Harm Than Good. 

“Another thing I don’t care about 
particularly—and I see it in Demp- 
sey’s camp—is wearing a mask while 
boxing. Dempsey wears a mask to 
save his eyes and ears, and has his 
sparring partners wear them to make 
it an even break. Wearing a mask 
is saving his ears and eyebrows, and 
he gets careless about ducking 
punches. He expects the mask to 
break the force of them. Then he 


gets into the real fight, and for a 
moment he forgets that he hasn't a 
mask on, and he doesn’t move his 
head out of the way of a punch. A 
fellow who never wears a mask is 
careful not to stay in the way of any 
blow he sees coming—or if he can’t 
dodge he tries to catch it where it 
won't co any harm. Anyway, the 
mask isn’t a protection even in train- 
ing. A boxer can get more cauliflowe 
er ears and cut eyebrows with a mask 
on than without a mask.

An Educational Purpose. 

Tt is from this standpoint that I 
would view the entire curriculum of 
the school. Primary to my educationsl 
creed is the belief that we ean add 
nothing to the pupil but only deyelop 
that which is already latent wituin the 
personality. For this reason, geog- 
raphy, mathematics, literature and 
science are to play the same part in 
soul culture that the plow plays in 
agriculture.

President Coolidge returned from his 
yacation. This condition of official 
vacuum—excepting the presence of 
Mr. Coolidge and his cabinet—will 
continue for about eight weeks. Dur- 
ing that period, until the election on 
November 2, the various campaigns 
throughout the country will consume 
political attention. 


When President Coolidge left Wash- 
ington for the Adirendacks eleven 
weeks ago, it was stated in this cor- 
respondence that practically all the 
active republican politicians entertain- 
ed the desire—more than the desire, 
the intention—to prevent Mr. Coolidge 
having another term; that their hope 
was to ease Mr. Coolidge out, to 
create the condition known among 
politicians as “an open field,’’ and in 
that field engage in a. good old-fash- 
ioned contest to give the prize to one 
choice or another of their own. 

That was the desire then. It 
still the desire. But the expectation 
is not as confident as it was eleven 
weeks ago. 

The rather subtle psychology 
through which the republican poli- 
ticians arrive at the hope of prevent- 
ing Mr. Coolidge from having another 
nomination rests chiefly on the basis 
of what is called a “third term’ by 
those who don’t want it to happen, or 
a “second elective term’ ‘by those who

second term (the term that correspond- 
ed to Mr. Coolidge’s present term) to 
make a public annonucement that he 
would not seek or accept another nom- 
ination at the end of the term he 
was then serving. 


Is there as much in this tradition 
today as there was in the times of 


Roosevelt, McKinley and Grant? The 
early origin. of the tradition, going 
back to the time of Washington, who 
Voluntarily originated it. lay in the fear 
of kings, dynasties. Even in Roose- 
velt’s time there was still fear of the 
establishment of a dynasty in America. 
It seems grotesque now, but only 20 
years ago leaders of America thought 
could work thems@Wes into a sweat 
over the fear that Roosevelt would 
become an emperor and found a dynas- 
ty. The late Henry Watterson, then 
editor of The Louisville Courier-Jour- 
nal, used to fulminate about it- fre- 
quently. Today ‘it seems a thing to 
smile at. One ean hardly imagine 
young Theodore Roosevelt sitting in 
the white house as Theodore the See- 
ond. He may in time sit there on 
his own merits, but not as a crown 
prince. For the moment. the newest 
likelihood of a Roosevelt in the white 
house seems to lie in the possibility 
that the former presodent’s oldest 
daughter, Alice, might arrive there as 
the wife of Speaker Longworth. 


Since the time when people could 
get excited by fear of Roosevelt be- 
coming an emperor and founding a dy- 


nasty, several things have happened in 
the world which have caused people 
to have less apprehension about the 
continuity of dynastic families. Kings 
and dynasties have come to be less a 
menace than the scemed. The great 
war, as William Allen White once ex- 
pressed it, was the “time of the big 
wind for the king business.” Since 
Roosevelt made his renunciation of an- 
other term in 1904, more than half of 
the area of the world and something 
like two-thirds of its population have 
kicked the dynastic idea into the serap 
heap of discarded forms of governmeni. 
The Manchu dynasty in China passed 
out 15 years ago. In the great war 
first went the Russian czars and after- 
ward the Hohenzollerns of Germany 
and the Hapsburgs of Austria. 


Certainly the fears of kings is not as 
potent to disturb the. American people 


as it was when the tradition against 
a third term arose, when they were 
making what was almost the world’s 
first venturesome experiment in demo- 
cratie government, in a world filled 
with suspicious kingdoms and empires. 


Are there any other reasons or emo- 
tions operating for the preservation of 
the tradition against a third term? 


Within a year or two we shall know. 
There is not only the state of mind 
of the American people. There is also 
the state of mind of President Coolidge 
himself. When a man arrives at such 
an elevation as the white house he is 
apt to begin to think about his place 
ra history. A man completely without 
imagination could hardly arrive at the 
white house; and any man with the 
faintest amount of imagination must 
have occasional moments in which he 
surveys himself in his relation to eter- 
nity. To arrive at one of the two or 
three most elevated positions ia the 
contemporary world is one distinction. 
The only distinction comparable to it, 
or greater than it, is eoneerned with 
a man’s place in history. 


Which would be the greater distine- 
tion: to be the first president of the 


United States to serve more than eight 
years: or to add one’s self to that dis- 
tinguished company beginning with 
Washington and reaching as far as 
Roosevelt, who placed themselves on 
record as faithful to one of America’s 
oldest traditions? Inevitably, that ques- 
tion must rise itself to Mr. Cool- 
idge in some of his solitary moods.

CANCER QUESTION. 


writes from the

A correspondest 
‘wilds of Wyoming: 

Being somewhat interested in health 
|tallin perusing the same 8-7-1, I note. 
lthat a certain “Yarb Doctor” John | 
Doe, “ax herbist,”” assumes to treat and 
cure cancer, 

John Doe is a stranger to me. But 
to the point: The idea of curing ca‘a- | 
‘cer seems to be ignored as a decep- | 
itive fake. However, I have treated | 
‘and cured the said malady for over | 
thirty years, and to prove my ability, | 
you need not take my word, but you 
send cases that you pronounce cancer | 
in its first stage, external, to my of- 


fice, submitting them to my treatment, 
and if I don’t cure them, thea you 
can pronounce me a fraud, a deceiver 
and a skip-jack. Or if more satis- 
factory to you I will come to your city 
‘and open an office under the same 
iterms and if I give satisfactory results 
'you aretorecommend me. Or I. will 
‘turn the remedy over to you on stipnu- 
‘lated terms. Proof of the pudding is 
‘in the eating of it. Kindly reply either 
by letter or in your health department. 
| The cure of external cancer in its 
‘early stage is an every day accom- 
plishment of the ordinary everyday 
physician. To boast of such cures is 
the usual method of the quack. I 
should like to accept this one’s chal- 
lenge, were it not for the trouble it 
would give my conscience to “send 
cases” to such a person. 

External, skin cancer (epithelioma) 
is a very different disease from in- 
ternal, organ cancer (carcinoma). We 
do not know as yet whether these are 
two forms of the same disease or two 
distinct diseases, Then there is quick 
cancer, galloping cancer, flesh tumor 
evacer (sarcoma) which occurs in per- 
sons of any age and is tle most rapid- 
lly developing and most malignant 
|form of cancer. For all we know 
(these may be. three distinct diseases 
{with nothing in common. 

Ordinary caustic pastes or applica- 
tions often cure the comparatively 
slow-developing vad non-maligant 
skin cancer. Many of these have been 
cured by burning with a sun lens— 
focusing sunlight upon them with a 
reading glass. Kivery physician cures 
some cases of epithelioma by excising 
the lesion, provided the patieat sub- 
mits to the little operation before 
neighboring Iymphnodes have become 
| involved. Thousands of cases of 
epithelioma have been cured by x-ray 
; treatments alone. 

} If I had such a cancer I should pre- 
ifer to have it neatly and painlessly 
| excised, eut out, under loeal anesthe- 
sia or general anesthesia, as soon as 
the suspicion of e¢ancer arose, 
might not get a better result from 
this than I would get from the appli- 
cation of a caustie paste, but I'd suf- 
fer none at all compared with the in- 
,evitable pain I should’ endure under 
ithe caustic paste treatment, ‘Then, too, 
‘even radical excision of a eancerous 
would probably produce less

i plausible pseudo-scientifie arguments, 
| but always there is the fat fee which 
the unfortunate victim of the won-| 


ing doctor. Ll know how easy it 
‘for a doctor to be taken in by high 
| pressure salesmanship; I fell for such 
ia thing myself once——-noLr a cancer 
eure, but an alleged remedy for some- 
‘thing else; I am quite sure I would 
not have found the arguments 
plausible had there been no roseate 
outlook for nice, fat fees for mv 
services as local shover of the remedy.

In 
that state a distinguished republican 
senator of long experience, James W. 
Wadsworth, Jr., is about to be renomi- 
nated by bis party on a personal plat- 
form which consists specifically of a 
demand for the repeal of the prohibi- 
tion amendment and the adoption of 
the Quebec system of selling all kinds 
of liquor of all percentages of alcoholic 
content through government dispensa- 
ries.

TECH ADDS CLASS 
IN REFRIGERATION 
UNDER C.T. BAKER 


To meet the increasing need for 
more modern knowledge of food pres- 
ervation and cold air uses, the Geor- 
gia School of Technology has amassed 
a complete course in mechanical re- 
frigeration which will be added to the 
night school courses during the fall 
and winter, 

The course on refrigeration will be 
conducted by C. T. Baker, one of the 
country’s outstanding refrigeration 
engineers, who is recognized as an 
authority on this subject. 

The aim of the course will be to fur- 
nish through the evening classes prat- 
tical instruction in mechanical re- 
frigeration and ice making, providing 
knowledge that will be of distinet 
value to all who desire to advance in 
this field, especially engineers. assiste- 
ant engineers, firemen and oilers. 

A considerable amount of equipment 
has been ordered for use in this new 
course to add to the present refrigera- 
tion machinery already in use at Tech, 
which will be available to the night 
classes, 

The course will be divided into two 
terms of 16 weeks each, beginning 
September 20. The cost of the course 
will be $10 per term of 16 weeks, 
Classes will be held twice weekly.

The 
use of the previously mentioned lists 
denoting audience suitability would 
be of great help to parents who could 
be encouraged to look for the council's 
approval of pictures shown before al- 
lowing their children to see them. This

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| Georgia House One Hundred and Fifty Years Old | ' ‘§

N_ Rossville, Georgia, just 
across the Tennessee line set 
well’ back on a grassy lawn 
shaded by handsome trees is 
an old, unpainted, two-story 
dwelling. While there is noth- 


ing of bygone grandeur to attract the 
eye, the house is substantially built 
and for a hundred and fifty years has 
defied winter’s cold and summer’s 
heat. ‘It has seen the generations 
come and go and is still serving its 
purpose, that of a home. 

This house is one of the most noted 
.in Georgia. A stone marker in a cor- 
ner of the lawn erected by the Wil- 
liam Marsh Chapter D. A. R. of La- 
fayette, Walker county, informs you 
‘that here October 3d, 1790, John 
Ross, great Cherokee chief, was 
born.

The Cherokee gov- 
ernment was an elective 
monarchy with an achi- 
magus, or king, and a 
vice king. These two 
rulers with the princess 
or chieftains of the scattered villages 
made the supreme council of the na- 
tion, which sat at Echota, their capi- 
tal, situated thirty miles southwest 
from the site of the present city of 
Knoxville. 

Among the six Indian chieftains 


carried to England by George II. to 
visit him at his palace was Chief 
Oconostota, a young man then, but 
who became subsequently the archi- 
magus and weilded power for half a 
century. Queen Caroline recognizing 
the promised greatness of the splendid 
young savage paid him very dis- 
tinguished attention. 

The Cherokees lived in scattered 
towns near some stream where fish 
and game were plentiful; and their 
territory comprised the upper portion 
of Georgia, Alabama and Mississippi, 
and all af Tennessee south of the 
Little Tennessee river, They had an 
intense love of country, and a great 
appreciation of nature, shown by the 
poetical names bequeathed by them 
to the rivers and mountains.

Their council house was at Echota, 


also the home of Oconostato, the

The council house was a tower- 
like, round-shaped structure twenty 
feet high and ninety feet in circum- 
ference. It was roughly built of stout 
poles plastered with clay and had a 
roof of the same materials, sloping 
down to wide eaves which gave the 
walls protection from the rain. There 
were no windows but it had a wide 
entrance covered with buffalo skins. 
An opening in the root which could 
be covered when needed by a flap 
let the smoke out and the light in. 
Well-made benches of cane circled 
the room. Here the warriers of the 
iribe sat when they gathered to their 
councils. These benches were cleared 
away when the braves met to perform 
their green-corn dances. 


The Cherokees were proud, skillful 


in war, revengeful to the last degree, 
and possessed of a thirst for blood 
which made them insensible to dan- 
ger, They were far from being con- 
temptible antagonists for the race of 
heroes who were the first settlers be- 
yond the Alleghanies. 

They had a profound veneration 
for the relics of the Mound Builders, 
of whose origin, however, they knew 
nothing. 

They had no horses and it was an 
Irishman, who established himself as 
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a trader in one of the towns in 1690, 
who introduced horses among 
Cherokees. 

In the spring of 1780 a large com- 
pany of emigrants under Colonel 
John Donelson descended the Tennes- 
see river and uniting with another 
party under Captain James Robert- 
son, made the first settlement on the 
present site of Nashville, which they 
called Nashborough. 

Missionary Ridge, known as the 
scene of one of the most important 
battles of the civil war, yet owes its 
name to higher accomplishments than 
war. It was the stage set for an In- 
dian mission, authorized by President 
Madison and called the Brainerd Mis- 
sion in honor of David Brainerd, a 


the . 


celebrated missionary to the Indians 
who died in 1747, 

This Brainerd Mission was a Mis- 
sion, a boarding school and an agri- 
cultural college in one. It was a tre- 
mendous success, having at one time 
five hundred pupils enrolled. In 1819 
it was visited by President Monroe, 
who came unannounced and was 
pleased with all he saw of the great 
good being accomplished. Brainerd 
Mission was continued until 1838, 
when the Cherokees were removed by 
General Scott to Indian Territory. 


The Lord’s Supper was celebrated 
there for the last’ time in August, 
1838.

Hamilton county’s first white set- 
tlers were mainly Scotchmen who 
came to America directly after the 
close of the Revolutionary § war. 
Among their names handed down to 
posterity are Ross, McNair, McCoy, 
Coody, Daniel, Martin, Taylor, Low- 
rie, Brant, Adair, McPherson and Mc- 
Donald. Many of them married: In- 
dian. wives and were incorporated 
into the Cherokee nation. 

When the first of these settlers ar- 
rived, what is now known as. Hamil- 
ton county was entirely occupied by 
the Cherokees. | 

The first battle of Lookout moun- 
tain of which there is any record was 
fought in 1788 by Indians on one side 
under Chief Wynca and John Sevier 
with his little band of heroes on the 
other, Sevier being victorious. 

Daniel Ross, a Scotchman, sent 
from Baltimore to trade with the 
Cherokees found them unfriendly to 
his enterprise for they captured him 
while he was traveling down the Ten- 
nessee river. But for the intervention 
of John McDonald he would have 
been killed, and then there would 
have been no Rossville, Georgia. The 


wite of John McDonald was a full- - 


blooded Cherokee. One of their off- 
springs, a daughter, Mollie, became 
the wife of Daniel Ross. 

John McDonald built the house at 
Rossville, known as the home of John 
Ross. Near its gate he put up a log 
store and set his son-in-law, Daniel 
Ross, up in business with a fine stock 
of goods. And here in the old home 
John Ross was born, October 3d, 
1790. A daughter of Daniel Ross, 
Elizabeth, a beautiful and 4Accom- 
plished woman,. married a Scotchman 
and went to Scotland to live. An- 
other daughter married Joseph Coody, 
whose daughter, Elisabeth Coody, be- 
came the second wife of Greenwood 
Leflore, ‘“‘“The last chief of the Choc- 
taws east of the Mississippi.” 

Greenwood Leflore was the fore- 
most of his tribe. Of purest blood 
both Caucasian and Choctaw, he in- 
herited only the finest traits of each 
race.’ His character was a blending 
of the finest instincts of both which 
was combined with magnificent physi- 
cal strength and great handsomeness 
of form and feature. 

Greenwood Leflore, who became, 
through his own efforts, an honorable, 
industrious man of affairs, a lover of 
refinement and culture, built for his 
family “at Malmaison, Mississippi, the 
home which, though over 
years old, is still one o the finest coun- 
try seats in the southwest. 

Malmaison is built in old colonial 
style with great columns and two wide 
and lofty halls crossing in the center, 
four large rooms on each side and an 
“LL” of. an equal number of rooms. 


All the furniture in the drawing 
room was made in Paris and imported. 
The Duchess of Orleans saw the suite 
after its completion and wanted to 
buy it. This being impossible she had 
a suite made an exact replica of the 
furniture made.to adorn the parlor of 
an Indian chief.

activities and the two had topped off 
their career with the atrocious murder 
of all but one of a family of five. But 
George Taylor escaped. 

The other day an aged hermit, long 
known under the name of Williams, 
died in squalid poverty in a hut on a 
hill overlooking the Arkansas river in 
Oklahoma. He had lived alone and 
in obscurity for as long as the folk of 
the community could remember. He 
was George Taylor. Since his death, 
identification of the hermit as the once 
most sought after murderer has been 
positive. 

So far as George Taylor was con- 
cerned, justice may be said to have 
been defeated, but at leasé his brother 
William, the brains of the pair, paid 
the penalty on the scaffold. 

*f * * * 

The criminal history of the middle 
west so abounds in examples of bold 
outlawry that the story of the Taylor 
brothers has been rather overshadow- 
ed, but the fact is that in their brief 
day these two caused almost as much 
a sensation in Missouri as the notori- 
ous James brothers. Certainly their 


crowning crime, the murder of Gus. 


Meeks and his-family, stands oyt on 
the record among acts of ferocious 
revenge. 

From the viewpoint , of society's 
welfare—which is of course the chiet 
aim of justice—it was well that Wil- 
liam was the one caught during the 
escape. Bill Taylor had long been in- 
volved in shady pursuits. _He seemed 
to have a particular. aptitude for 
crime. But for the Meeks killings he 
would probably have carried on for 
many years. As it was, the Meeks af- 
fair quite removed him from any fur- 
ther experimentation in the field of 


crime. 
A Mere Tool. - 

George Taylor should have been 
removed, too, of course, for he was 
equally guilty of murder in the eyes 
of the law. But at least he was dis- 
couraged once his brother passed out

of the world. He had none of Wil- 
liam’s intensive enthusiasm for wrong- 
doing. From the evidence it appears 
that he was little more than his 
brother’s tool.

The two brothers made an effec- 
tive team, with George serving as a 
sort of lead horse while William held 
the reins. They cooperated in vari- 
ous unorthodox activities during their 
early years, but always managed to 


keep out of jail. Robberies took 
place in the county, mysterious kill- 
ings occurred, yet the two rode 


serenely along, apparently highly re- 
spectable citizens and fathers. 

Then things began to come to 
light. First of all, the pair were ac- 
cused of a series of frauds perpetrated 
against banks. They laughed at the 
charges and their followers laughed, 
too, insisting that the accusations were 
all part of a deeply laid political plot 
to discredit them in the eyes of the 
good people of Linn. But their pro- 
testations went for naught. They 
were convicted on a check-raising 
charge. and sentenced to spend sev- 
eral years in jail. 
the verdict. 

While this case was still unsettled 
another and far more serious charge 
came to the surface. George Taylor 
was accused of killing a white man 
and a colored boy. The trial devel- 
oped into something of a local sensa- 
tion, with the opposing. political fac- 
tions heatedly taking sides. William 
defended his brother and won an ac- 
quittal, thereby strengthening his po- 
sition among his followers. All along 
he had insisted vehemently that he 
and his brother were being persecuted 
by their enemies. The acquittal 
seemed to bear out his words. 

The next incident in the story illus- 
trates to what lengths William Taylor 
would go to wreak revenge upon an 
enemy.

God the Father In Whom We Are To 
Believe. 

E are to believe in a God who 

places supreme valuation on 

the spiritual. A mistaken interpreta- 


tion of the imma- 
nence of God Car- 
ries the implication 
that since the activ- 
ity of God moves in 
the small as in the 
great, therefore 
God had no dis- 
crimination as _ to 
values. This idea 
of God is expressed 
in the familiar 
lines: 


- “He sees with equal 


DR. W. P. KING eyes as God of 
all, 

The hero perish orthe sparrow fall.”’ 

Jesus Christ reveals to us the worth 

of man, and the worth of one man, 

and God’s love for man, “There is 


joy in heaven over one sinner who 
repents.”’ 


But it is the spiritual in man on 
which God places the highest esti- 
mate. 

‘“Man’s life consists not in the 
abundance of things which he pos- 
sesses.”" 

The goal of God’s purpose in the 
world is the spiritualization of man. 

Dr. Harty Emerson Fosdick writes: 

“God is in earnest, but not for 
rocks and suns and stars; He is 
earnest about persons; the sheep 
of His pasture are men. They 
are not mortal; they carry over 
into the eternal world the spir- 
itual gains of earth; and all life’s 
struggle; its vicarious sacrifice, 
its fearful punishments, its labor 
for better circumstances and 
worthier life; is justified in its 
everlasting influence on person- 
ality. When'we say that God 
cares, we mean no vague, dif- 
fusive attitude toward a system 
that lasts for limited milleniums 
and then comes to an uneventful 
end in a cold, sun and ruined - 
earth. We mean that He cares 
tor personality, which is His 
child, that He suffers in the tra- 
vail of His children’s character, 
and that this divine solicitude has 
everlasting issue » when the 
heavens waxed old like a gar- 
ment.’ The creation waits with 
eager longing for the sons of 

God to be revealed.” 

The Bible is the supreme and 
authoritative book of religion which 
from the first promise, ‘The seed of 
the woman shall bruise the serpent’s 
head,” to the final consummation 
when the redeemed throng shall stand 
before God with garments white in 
the blood of the Lamb; this Book is 
ever Stating the fact of the supremacy 
of the spiritual and the spiritual goal 
of humanity. Since the Bible thus 
cuts across the grain of selfish human 
nature, it has aroused the intense and 
bitter opposition of men.

Greenwood Leflore was born June 
3d, 1803. His father. Louis Leflore, 
was a French-Canadian, a soldiér’and 
a man of valor, his mother was *full- 
blood Choctaw, named Rebecca Cra- 
vatt. He was three. times ‘married, 
“first to the eldest daughter of Major 
John Donley, who, struck with the 
‘boy Greenwood’s intelligence, -and 
with his father’s consent, carried him 
to Nashville and educated. him. The 
children of the son and daughter of 
this marriage live in Oklahoma. Elisa- 
beth Coody lived only a few months 
after her marriage to him and after- 
wards Greenwood Leflore married the 
younger daughter of Major Donley, 
who bore him one daughter whose 
descendants now own and occupy 
beautiful Malmaison. 


The site of the John Ross home 
-was chosen because of a_ splendid 
spring in the great hill which rises 
abruptly in the background. There is 
a cave in this hill always known to 
‘the Indians but long undiscovered by 
the whites after the removal of the 
Cherokees to Indian Territory. 


John Ross enlarged the house in 

which he was born apd built the 
council chamber which is still there. 
A unique feature of this over a cen- 
ture old house are the swinging man- 
tels. There is also one room in it to 
which no one has ever yet found the 


-and the Ross party. 


door, a sealed room, its egress known 
alone to the Indians. 

The Cherokee Indians lived on both 
sides. of the Tennessee river until 
after the Hiawassee Purchase in 1818. 
Afterwards thev removed to the south 
side until the treatv of New Echota 
made by the Rev. J. F. Schemerhorn 
with a small fraction of the tribe. this 
territory also was wrested from them. 

The Cherokee nation. consisting 
now of 18,000 people. was surround- 


.ed by white people, the lower stratum 


of which race was ruining the tribe by 
the: introduction of whisky, gambling 
and vice. 

~The Cherokees were divided into 
two great parties, the Ridge party 
John Ross and 
John -Ridge being respectively the 
chiefs of the opposing factions. 

The Ross party, the larger, opposed 
removal. The Ridge party recogniz- 
ing the uselessness of resisting fate, 
was in favor of the treaty. 

The treaty was made with three 
chiefs, Major Ridge. John Ridge. and 
Elias Boudinot and about 600 men, 
and opposed by John Ross and his 
faction of. some 1,200 men, which 
on its face, shows the fraudulent na- 
ture of the treaty. 

The Ross party could not believe 
SO iniquitous a treaty would be put 
into effect and acting on the advice of 
their chief, John Ross, made no prep- 
arations for removal. But the an- 
nouncement that the treaty was rati- 
fied set the Ridge party making their’s 
for removal. Before two years of 
grace had expired they were safely 
settled in their new home beyond the 
Mississipp1. 

But Major Ridge, John Ridge and 
Elias Boudinot all came to untimely 
ends. Major Ridge was waylaid and 
shot. John Ridge was taken from 


his bed and cut to pieces with 
hatchets and knives and Elias Boudi- 
not, decoved at night from his home. 
met the same fate as John Ridge. 

The Ross party continued to strug- 
gle peacefully for their rights. Their 
case sustained bv the signatures of al- 
most the entire Cherokee nation and 
by remonstrance from many citizens 
of the United States, was presented 
before congress.

Now Georgia was faced with a pe- 
culiar situation which has been much 
misunderstood. The Cherokees had 
placed themselves. under the protec- 
tion of the federal government, declin- 
ing amenity to state laws. Thev de- 
Clared against ceding one more toot ot 
land and in 1827 set up a government 
of their own, a government within a 
government. 

President Monroe and John Quincy 
Adams tavored the Cherokees. Presi- 
dent Jackson held that €eorgia was 
right and told the Cherokees their 
only alternative to submission was 
emigration. 

John Ross, or Kooeskoowe, applied 
to the supreme court of the United 
States for an injunction restraining 
the state of Georgia from executing 
laws within the Cherokee territory. 

This was decided against him, Ross 
proposed to cede the Cherokee lands 
to the United States for $20,000. 
The United States, already treating 
with the Ridge party for $5,000, re- 
solved that $5,000 was sufficient. 

John Ross, chiet of the Cherokee 
nation from 1828 to his death, fought 
with wonderful courage to keep his 
people in the beautiful Cherokee 
country of their fathers. He was an 
educated, cultured man of fine and 
commanding appearance.  Intimida- 
tion attempted against him was to no 


purpose. Nor could he be bought. 
He refused a bribe of $50.000, rather 
than enrich himself by his country’s 
ruin. 

In May, 1838, the soldiers com- 
manded by General Winfield Scott 
took charge of the situation. Quietly 
at night the troops surrounded por- 
tions of the tribe, bringing them next 
morning to the appointed place, the 
lower end of Missionary Ridge, near 
Rossville. Many were loaded on boats 
and floated off down the Tennessee, 
others marched overland, until one- 
half were gone. The rest, owing to 
the lateness of the season and the 
heat, were permitted to stay until next 
year when, under an agreement with 
the government. John Ross himself 
led them to their promised land. 

John Ross’ wite, like himself, part 
Scotch and part Indian, died on the 
march. -Her grave marked with a sim- 
ple stone in memory of Elisazeth Ross 
is in an old cemetery at Little Rock, 
Arkansas. 

Oconostota—faithtul to the Eng- 
lish crown on which side he fought 
during the Revolution. Nancy Ward 
—faithful to the dictates of humanity, 
whether the red man or the whtte. 
Greenwood Leflore, faithful to the 
Union, for his sympathy was never 
with the Confederacy and at his death 
his tittle grandchildren, at his request, 
held the stars and stripes above them 
that his last look_in this world would 
be on the flag of his country. 

And John Ross, with more white 
blood than red, yet faithful always to 
the Cherokee nation. His last efforts 
were for them, his last thoughts of 
the home he had loved, for he died in 
Washington, where he had gone in 
their interest. 

He died August 1st, 
age of seventy-six.

On the afternoon of April 9 Wil- 
liam and George Taylor drew up in 
front of the Meeks home in a wagon, 
just purchased, and the whole family 
piled in, the children very gayly, as 
though it were a picnic. Bill Taylor 
said he and his brother would accom- 
pany them to make sure that Meeks 
fulfilled his promise. He said he 
would turn over the $1,000 as soon 
as they crossed the state line. 

Nellie Meeks later related that they 
had reached Jenkins hill when an 
altercation sprang up between her 
father and the elder Taylor. Her 
father evidently had become suspici- 
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ous of treachery.

Gus Meeks was riddled with bullets. 
His body toppled over the side of the 
wagon and fell to the ground. Mrs. 
Meeks, clutching her youngest daugh- 
ter to her, dropped from the wagon 
and began to run into a nearby field. 
She was pursued and shot again and 
again as She held little Mamie in her 
arms and pleaded for mercy. The in- 
fant was clubbed. And Hattie and 
Nellie. 

Nellie related that when she recov- 
ered consciousness she felt that she 
was smothering.

the killers, and told a clear-cut story 
of the tragedy. While she testified 
on the stand, William Taylor sat 
weeping violently, holding his own 
small daughter in his arms. His law- 
yer turned dramatically to the child 
during his closing argument. 

“Little girl,” he said, “your father 
shall not be hanged.” 

But the jury this time convicted the 
Taylors of murder in the first degree 
after taking only one ballot. 


The date set for the executions was 
April 30, 1896. On the evening of 
April 11 the two brothers broke out 
of the jail at Carrollton, Mo. They 
had sawed through the bars of their 
cell and with the help of another con- 
victed murderer, Lee Cunningham, 
had started to make their way to the 
ground when they were discovered. 
Bill Taylor had already reached the 
ground via a garden hose stretched 
from the root. 

Deputy Sheriff Lon Shelton, who 
was on night duty, covered Bill and 
Cunningham with a gun. 

‘“‘Where’s George?” 
the deputy. 

Taylor threw a glance toward the 
roof and shrugged. ‘“‘Still up there, | 
guess,’’ he replied. 

The half minute of delay caused 
by Bill Taylor’s statement that his 
brother was still on the root proved 
Sufficient to give George Taylor 
enough time to distance his pursuers. 
No trace of him was found. Blood- 
hounds were used in the long man- 
hunt to no avail. It was as though he 
had dropped into the bowels of the 
earth when he slid down the side of 
the Carrollton jail. 

Finally interest shifted to Bill Tay- 
lor. He made several desperate etf- 
torts to escape. Deep, intricate plots, 
involving outside aid and cipher mes- 

sages to his wife and others, brought 
Sensations but always fell short of the 
hoped for escape. Even attempts at

suicide failed and William Taylor, a 
Clever, brilliant man in his way, was 
hanged a few months after George 
fled. 

Nellie Meeks, sole survivor of that 
day of horror near Jenkins hill, died 
afew years ago. Nearly all the other 
principal figures in the famous case 
had passed. It was believed, too, 
that George Taylor had long ago 
joined his brother in the world be- 
yond. 

But now he has appeared again in 
the form of this strange hermit who 
lived in a broken down hut outside of 
Tulsa, Okla. For many years this 
man, known under the name of Wil- 
liams, had eked out a bare existence, 
occasioning considerable comment 
among the simple folk of the neigh- 


borhood, but never venturing to clear . 


up the mystery of his past. 

Some weeks ago the aged recluse 
fell giavely ill. He summoned Mr. 
and Mrs. C. E. Kennon, neighbors of 
his, to his bedside, and in halting tones 
whispered to them that he was the 
long sought George Taylor. And 
backing this story has come a positive 
identification by P. B. Cristy, of 
Tulsa, an intimate friend of Taylor.
